price. A mutual benefit fund has been 
organized by the New York association 
as a provision against the expenses of 
illness or death and an employment bu- 
reau founded for the purpose of obtain- 
ing positions for those who are ont of 
work, successful applicants being re- 
quired to pay a small fee. 

Although the societies deal in*ot>ssarily 
I with practical affairs, their intellectual 
and social aims are kept coutiunally in 
view. As membership is not strictly 
limited to working girls, it ofteu in- 
cludes a number of women more fortu- 
nately situated in a worldly sense, but 
the proportion is so small that it does 
not affect the distinctive character of 
the general body. In some of the clubs 
one night of every week is devoted to a 
debate on a question of social economy 
or a current topic of public interest. A 
chairman presides, and the discussion 
is open to all. The fact that education 
can only develop, not originate, is borne 
iu with especial force on the mind of a 
j listener at one of these debates. The 
speaking is ready and to the point, and 
there are manifestly as many clear 
heads, quick brains and fluent tongues 
among working girls as among women 
who have had wider opportunities and 
greater leisure for self cultivation.

outgrowths is best expressed by a defi- 
nition given in one of the printed doc- 
uments issned by the New York Asso- 
ciation of Working Girls’ Societies. “A 
working girls’ society is an organiza- 
tion formed among busy girls and wom- 
en to secure by co-operation means of 
self improvement, opportunities for so- 
cial intercourse aud the development of 



There are inside organizations for 
girls too young for regular membership 
aud for members who havo married, 
but do not wish to lose touch with their 
former circlo. In many clubs a branch 
of the penny provident fuud has becu 
1 established to receive individual depos- 
its. The New York association, which 
is tho parent of all the others, has an 
auxiliary society, the purpose of which 
is the promotion and assistance of new 



higher and nobler aims. It is governed clubs and tho accomplishment of other 



by the members for the members and 
strives to be self supporting. ” 

The practical nature of the undertak- 
ing was at once so evident that withiii 
a year of the organization of the first 
club the New York Association of Work- 
ing Girls’ Societies was formed, 11 
clubs joining as members. The associa- 
tion had in its membership at the be- 
ginning and for several years clubs iu 
Brooklyn, Massachusetts, Connecticut 
aud Philadelphia. Each of these places 
has now an Association of Working 
Girls’ Societies of its own, which shows 
how rapidly the clubs have multiplied. 

The rules of government of each club 
are contained in a constitution aud by- 
laws, os in more specifically Bocial 
clubs. That the letter of the law differs 
need not be added when it is under- 
stood that working girls’ societies are 
established with an eye to material as 
well as mental benefits. Authority is 
vested iu a corps of officers, consisting 
of a president, secretary, treasurer and 
their assistants, with such minor offi- 
cials as the domestic economy of the in- 
dividual club renders necessary. These 
officers are elected by ballot. A busi- 
ness meeting is held monthly, at which 
business matters are presented, discuss- 
ed and decided by vote of tho members. 
Candidates for memliersbip must be 
over 1 4 years of age aud recommended 
by a responsible person. 

Tho pecuniary department of every 
club is a vital portion of its being, and 
in a society of working women this is 
felt with especial force, for the neces- 
sary expenses, although modest in them- 
selves, are large iu proportion to the re- 
sources. A small initiation fee is paid 
by those who enter tho club, and there 
are also moderate dues, payable month- 
ly instead of yearly. The finances are 
additionally recruited by means of en- 
tertainments, fairs and sales of fancy j 
articles, enterprises which are carried | 
through by the members. Out of the 
entire fuud must come the rent, tho j 
cost of light, heat aud needful furnish- | 
ing, the hire of a piano, subscriptions 
to magazines and incidental expenses, j 
A piano and the current periodicals ! 
would be beyond the means of the girls 
individually, but by co-operating they 
can enjoy these and other indulgences 
and have pleasaut rooms iu which to 
spend their evenings. 

A general impression seems to prevail 
that these societies are cliari tablo insti- 
tutions. This, as has been already shown, 
is by no means the caso. They are or- 
ganized by wage earning women and 
girls for mntnal advantage, are founded 
on a self supporting basis and do not 
depend for exist nice ou publio or pri- 
vate philanthropy. Gifts of books, pic- 
tures, furniture and other things are 
often presented to a club by its friends 
and are accepted and appreciated, but 
the solicitation by members of such do- 
nations or of mouey is deprecated. 

Active clnb life is of course confin- 
ed to evening hours, as the women are 
at work all day. Tho rooms are open 
every weekday night for the use of 
members, who may read, write, sew, 
converse, play or otherwise occupy 
themselves, according to their fancy. 
Eucb club lias a circulating library, 
and there are often volunteer teachers 
who give gratuitous instruction iu noe- 
dlework aud other branches to those who 
wish to learn. Lectures on hygiene are 
delivered at all the clubs aud classes 
formed for physical exercise. Borne so- 
cieties employ at « monthly salary a 
woman physician, who advises members 
without further charge. Besides these 



practical plans for the general good. 
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IN THK CU D LIBRARY, 
publishes a monthly journal call'll Far 
aud Near, which is issued in tho in- 
terests of working women aud serves as 
the organ of the societies. 

The clubs are uuscctarian in charac- 
ter aud make no distinctions in regard 
to different sorts of work. Every class 
of labor is represented, and women from 
the kitehen, tho factory and the shop 
are united in a common interest. By 
this alliance they have helped them- 
selves aud each other. Working girls’ 
societies are no longer an experiment 
They are an institution, aud with co- 
operation, self government aud self sup- 
port as their fundamental principles 
hnve before them a prospect of increas- 
ing power and usefulness.

OLI) TIME CHRISTMAS 

HOW DINNER WAS SERVED IN THE 
FOURTEENTH CENTURY. 

Box-'* Hrail, Willi Hiwmarr, Itronght Into 
thr Jloilf of Trumpet*— Kimatvl 1'rariH'k 
Ihr I’rlilr of the t rut llitrhnrou* Appe- 
tite* ot Itravn Knight' anil Fair La'lle*. 

It was a gay scene — that gicat hull, 
where the yule log wa* blazing in the 
immense fin-place, big enough fur two 
whole oxen to be roasted therein; thu 
high rafters festooned with branches of 
holly, holinej laurel and ivy; tho wide 
portal crowned with mint lotos, and tho 
1 table, which wa* literally a lxturd of 
txiards, all of ouk and polished till tiiey 
shone, stretching the whole length uf 
| ibo room, 1 #0 feet. 

Twelve o'clock has just struck, and 
the household is mustering in tho mag- 
nificent hall, it being "covering time,” 
or the hour for preparing the table* for 
dinner. The stewnrd in his gown, a 
newt important looking personage, i* 
standing at tlio uppermost part of the 
hall, Murrounded by most of the chief 
! officer*. Tito table ia neatly covered 
with a purple velvet cloth, saltcellar* 
and trenchers, under thu supervision of 
the usher uf tho hall, • 

The yeomen of tho ewery and pantry, 
conducted by tho yeomuu usher, then 
outer the dining chamber. A* they pass 
through the door they bow reverentially, 
and they do the same u]«ou approaching 
the table. They then lay down at the 
aide of each trencher a knife "hafted 
with silver” and a spoon. No forks are 
laid, for these convenient articles have 
not yet been invented. Next in succes- 
sion comes the yeoman of the cellar, 
who drosses tlio sideboard with wine*, 
flagon*, drinking cup* nnd such vessels 
a* are consigned to lii* cure. Tlio yeo- 
man of the butiery follows him, uud 
bring* up beer and ule, and arrange* 
thu pewter pots, jugs, and so fortn, ou 
the sldcboartL 

Tlie (hum r time has now fully ar- 
rived. aud tho steward’s command is 
taken hy a gentleman u.-her, who knock* 
respectfully at the door of tho state 
chumlier and summons King Richard 
and liis nobles uud guests to dinner. Iu 
they come, dressed in tlicir court attire, 
the king and his lords in magnificent 
long green colored velvet tunica, silken 
hosiery and red leather boot*, with very 
long point*; tho pretty girl queen, 
Antic of Bohemia, and her ladies iu 
particolon d kirlles of white and hlue, 
ootehardiee edged with fur, and their 
hair done up ia a gold fret or oouc uf 
network. 

When tlio guest* wero assembled and 
seated, the king and queen occupying n 
dais alsive tho others, the trumpet* 
sounded, and a band of musicians en- 
tered the hall. Tho server followed 
then), iN-aring upon a huge goldeu plat- 
ter a boar's head dressed with sweet 
rosemary and rose loaves. 

The lioar’s head, with a gToat goldeu 
pippin placed between its tusks, is tlieu 
placed uisin the table, where it is servod 
with mustard sauce, aud the Christmas 
dinner begins. No napkins or forks 
are used, imd bravo knights and noble 
ladies wipe their greasy hands upon the 
tablecloth and throw thu discarded 
bones and picking* upon tho floor. 

Besides the famous boar’s head, the 
first course consists of roasted beef 
joints, pig* roasted, venison with fru- 
menty (a curious concoction of boiled 
wheat and egg* seasoned with sugar 
and spiel's), broth uf i*>rk aud onions, 
custArd and a subtlety, the latter being 
on ornamental dish representing a ship, 
a cast In or a human being, just as tho 
taste of the cook dictated. 

The second course is introduced by 
tho bringing in of a jieuoock with all its 
gay plumage ou and its whole tx>dy 
covered with leaf of gold. A singular 
dish, wa* it not? Like the subtlety, it 
must be intended merely for an oru:» 
mental dish. Not ut all. It was a real 
disli to eat. The peacock wan stuffed 
with all mnniier of spices and sweet 
herbs, thoroughly roasted, basted with 
yolk of egg, served with plenty of gra- 
vy, and was considered the greatest del- 
icacy of the Christmas feast. 

It was something of a task, as you 
may imagine, to prepare this bird of 
Juno for the table. The skin was care- 
ful ly removed befure it was baked, and 
then, when it was takeu from the oven 
and cooled, the skiu was sewed on again 
dexterously, not so much as a feather 
being ruflled. It was carried to the ta- 
ble on a silver basin, with u lighted 
piece of cotton, which had been satu- 
rated in alcohol, placed in its beak. 
No part of the dinner was so eagerly 
anticipated a.* this, and ull manner of 
vows wero pledged over the beautiful 
bird. The chronicles of the middle ages 
record many of these vows. 

Jellies of meat or fish, all manner of 
fowl*, roasted or boiled capons, hams, 
pics of carp, tongues, mutton pies und 
plum pudding* followed in due order, 
nnd these were displaced by a dish of 
jelly, fruits aud another subtlety. There 
wero hut few. vegetables to aocouipauy 
the various dishes of meat and fowl. 

After the solid food was disposed of, 
wine aud n!e were drank in profuse 
quantities. One wonders how they could 
eat and drink so much. Fcoph- had bar- 
barous appetites in those days, and * 
lady of rank would swallow two or three 
tankards of ale ut a single meal. 

This dinner on that long ago Christ- 
mas day lasted two hours. Iu tho even- 
ing thero was more feasting, and the 
historian amazes us by the vast enumer- 
ation of swine, oxen, slice]), jugs, hares, 
kids and fowl* slaughtered aud the toils 
of ale und wine drank. England was 
merry Eugland then, and rude license 
and boisterous cheer characterized tho 
Y uletide festival. Yet doubtless we who 
eat our Christmas dinner with much 1 
less form and noise enjoy ourselves as | 
truly. Certainly, we have more refine- 
ment than those fair ladies and gallunt 
knights, who greased their fingers and 
soiled the tablecloth eating the boar's 
head and the stuffed peacock and the 
frumenty at that Christmas dinner uf 
the fourteenth century.— Christian Ad- 
vocate.

braid. 

Itaste the braid on the linen aa shown 
in the pattern. • 

Now you are ready to begin the work. 
Buttonhole the outer edge in scallops 
with the etching silk, taking care to 
only confine the outer thread of the 
honiton. 

The inner edge of the honiton is but- 
tonholed in long and short stitches with 
fllo silk. The flower and leaves are 
buttonholed in fllo with an even stitch, 
which gives the effect of a silk edge, 
the stems are in outline stitch. 

When the work is finished carefully 
cut away the linen from under the 
honitons, taking great care not to cut 
the lace threads, and you will have a 
charming lace flower. 

The second design gives a lace star, 
which will be pretty in the corner of a 
table spread. The linen can lie either 
hemstitched or fringed and the star 
made in any size to suit the fancy. 
Hraid one-half of an inch wide, I should 
fancy, would be suitable for a cloth 
thirty-six inches square. Haste on the 
plain point lace braid to form a five- 
pointed star, the honitons in the mid- 
dle, as illustrated. Buttonhole with a 
close, long and short stitch in fllo silk 
on both sides of the braid. When this

On Ids return from this 
famous voyage in llarz, Bismarck, who 
has always favored energetic measures, 
wrote direct to the young indy's par- 
ents, with whom ho was not acquainted, 
and demnnded the hand of their fair 
daughter in marriage. The good peo- 
ple were naturally very much surprised 
1 nt a direct attack like this; they were 
very simple folk, h-uding a very quiet 
life, and they were rather frightened 
I at tlie reputation for hi *li living which 
I the candidate f* r their daughter's 
band enjoyed at that time As, however, 
the young woman herself Intimated 
; in discreet terms that she did not l*s>k 
iqsin the young man with an unfavor- 
able eye. and as there was no doubt 
that Bismarck's jutrents hud a reputa- , 
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they wnulil Vh» nut of place; but it is 
not necessary that one shnuhl lie witlt- 
out a window ls»x if he cannot afford 
or does not care to in vest so much money 
in one as this would cost— the price 
is about 93.00 With a saw, a ham- 
mer, a chisel, a few nails ami lamlier, a 
serviceable box can easily is* made, 
fret one-inch planed pine l*>ards, free 
from knots, and put them together so 
as to make a box of the same size as 
the one described; or any size in length 
and width to suit your window, and 
paint it any desired color. Bore six 
half-inch augur holes in the bottom at 
equal distances and the box is ready 
for the plants. If it is desired to have 
it a little inoro fancy in style, proeurc- 
half-inch black walnut trimmings nnd 
tack them at top, bottom aud ends, so 
as to make it look like a panel. A 
splendid decoration is oilcloth of a tile 
or other pattern, cut to size and fas- 
tened on with the black walnut trim- 
mings. A few geraniums, heliotropes, 
sweet allyssuin, begonias and tropasr- 
luin.s to droop over the edge will give a 
pretty effect. Such plants will grow 
easily, and can be procured at very lit- 
tle cost. A dozen plants should he 
enough, and any florist can supply 
them. If yon have no soil, it would l>e 
better to get that also from the mnn 
who furnishes tho plants. To give the 
collection a rich appeurance it would 
lie well to have one palm for the center 
of the box.

By his marriage with Fraulein I’utt- 
kamraer Prince Bismarck had three 
children — Count Herbert, who came to 
Ih* secretary of state for foreign nffnirs; 
Count William, who is godson to the 
late Emperor William, and Countess 
Marie, who, since ls 7 *. has liecn tins 
wife of Count von Bautzau. 

The Bismarck home life has always 
been a very happy and contented one. 
tin the occasion of the celebration of 
Hie prince's seventieth birth lay, on 
April 1 , 1 HH 5 , he gave a great dinner at 
his residence. After dinner au endless 
string of toasts followed each other, 
but the tiest conceived was certainly 
that of a WurtomU-rg guest, who, after 
a wandering speech, turned to Frau 
von Bismarck nnd overwhelmed her 
with compliments. The lady was much 
confused, und cast Miptdiant glances at 
her husband in the hope that lie would 
release her from her critical situation; 
lull lie did not stir, und contented liim- 
eelf with giving the orator frequeut 
approving nods. The sturdy Wurtem- 
herger told her, uinoug oilier tilings, 
that in her the German people honored 
the princess much less than the modest 
und devoted wife, the support and con- 
solation of her husband ami the model 
German wife. 

While tiiis was going on Bismarck 
gradually edged nearer lib wife, and 
wiien tlustoust was at an end he kissed 
her affectionately on laith cheeks. All 
this iiad passed so rapidly and nt u 
time when it was least expected that 
the company was nou{ lused for a mo- 
ment; but they recovered themselves 
und offered the chancellor their warm- 
est congratulations. 

When mi Filter den Idndeii In Berlin, 
on Muy ti, liUMi, a fanatic nuiucd Blind 
fired at IYincc Bisinurek. the lutter 
personally captured his assailant, 
turned him over to the police und 
walked quietly home, where he found 
a rather numerous und distinguished 
company. lie took Iiis seat among 
them uud joined in the conversation, 
without making the slightest allusion 
to wiiut had happened. It was only on 
going to the dining room that lie took 
his wife uside aud whispered in her ear: 

“My dear, 1 have been fired upon, 
but I am not hurt." 

Princess Bisinurek was nine years 
younger tliun her hushuud.
